‘HE most ambitious and biggest athletic 
$ meeting. cf the year, the Iri sh Schools 
and Coileges Championships, was held 
at Croke Park yesterday, and ihe perform- 
ances reached a really high standard, despite 
the fact that in most of the track events 
there was a stiff breeze against the com- 
petitors, In. addition to the schools events, 
the Irish Ten Mile Championship was held, 
and here a new record was set up, T. 
Smyth, of O’Callaghen’ s Milis, Ireland’ s lead- 
ing long distance runner and winner of the 
recent international cross-country champion- 
ship, covering the distance in 56 mins. 2 1-5 
secs, 7 5-5 seconds better than the previous 
record, 


O’SULLIVAN AGAIN. 

As was the case last year, the Gutstanding 
boy was M. I. O'Sullivan, of Rockwell College, 
who won the intermediate 100. 220 and 440 
vards, and the jump, assisted his team 
to win the relay race, and also competed in 
the hop, step and jump. He is a wonderful 
natural runner, with great stamina and a

cool head. He ran all his races with fine 
judgment; and of his stamina there is no 
doubt, for he ran-seven times in the after- 
noon as well as competing in the two jumps. 
It is not very wise to let a bov, no matter

In the junior 
section M. V. Commiskey did the almost in- 
credible time of 10 2-5 in winning the first 
heat. He also did excellent time in winning 
the 220 vards. The half-mile and mile events 
did not produce any outstanding runner, but 
R. J. Walker, of High School, if lacking in 
stvle, is not lacking in determination. |

sided at the annual genera! meeting | 
of the Postmasters’ Association at 


Dublin yestérday, at which there was a large 
and representative attendance. 

The Chairman, reviewing the events of the 
past year, said that their chief concern had 
been for an amelioration of their salary con 
ditions. Strong representations on the subject 
had been made, but, unfortunately, so far 
without success. Thev intended to carry the 
matter further by discussion with the head 
of the department, and he was hopeful that 
their claims would, even at this stage, 
receive sympathetic corsideration. 

Referring to the Civil Ser.sce Représenta- 
tive Council, he regretted that the reasonable 
unprovements asked for in the constitution 
of the Council had not been secured. A hig 
effort was, however, being made by the 
C.S, Federation to induce the Government 
to set up an arbitration board to deal with 
disputes which inevitably must arise in the 
Civil Service as in other callings. He con- 
sidered that it lay with the Government to 
give a lead to other emplovers in the matter 
of conciliation with their employés, and at 
the same time give a gesture of their desire 
to promote contentment within the service. 

He felt sure that he was expressing the 
fevlings of the members when he deprecated 
the necessity for concentrating the whole 
energies of the Association on the question 
of remuneration, but, while the present dis- 
content existed, thev could not relax their 
efforts in that direction. 


CALL FOR UNITED FRONT. 

Mr. T. J. Hughes, Secretary, Civil Service 
Federation, said that he was sorry that the 
efforts of the Postmasters’ Association were 
not being lovally supported hy all postmasters. 
The most obvious object of a Civil Service 
organisation was to protect the members 
against the often’  wmis-directtd economy 
campaign of the Department of Finance, and 
the most common excuse for not joining was 
that the organisation was powerless to 
achieve that object. The older civil servants, 
who enjoved advantages won by the sustained 
efforts of others, should pav a debt of honour 
by lending a helping hand to their vounger 
colleagues. It was their duty to the new 
entrants and to the State to ensure, as far 
as they could in a rapully-changing Civil 
Service, that the old, proud service traditions 
of dignitv, impartialitv, and efficiency did 
not become tarnished. It was by associations 
that these objects could best be attained. 

The report of the Honorary Secretary and 
Treasurer, which showed the Association to 
be in a good financial position, was adopted.

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A CAT OF PARTS.

¢é SS“. "is of noble lineage. He belongs 


to the ancient and sacred race of 
cats said to be attached to the 


‘temples in Siam, and he bears his country’s 


name. He has soft, glossy, dark-brown ears, 
with face, tail and paws to match. His eyes 
are of a bewitching blue, and his chest 1s 
white and downy. Though not a year old, he 
is intelligent—in fact, is decidedly precocious. 
In many ways he resembles a dog more than 
a cat, and at times he shows traits whieh 
would seem to ally him to a monkey or a 
jackdaw. 

At first he played contentedly with a varied 
collection of toys which had been given him 
by his friends, and it was amusing to watch 
him select from his box the toys that pleased 
him most. He has now found that there are 
more interesting things to do. Bedrooms 
offer a wider scope for fun; for there corks 
can be taken out of bottles; toothbrushes, 
sponges and bracelet watches purloined to be 
brought down and triumphantly displayed. 
A grandfather clock is also very attractive, as 
he can climb up the side, open the door, and 
stop the clock. The tiniest chink left open in 
the silver drawer affords opportunity for the 
insertion of a paw, and the extraction of 
small forks and spoons’ A well stocked pin- 
cushion gives much pleasure, as it can be 
denuded of every pin, large and small. 

These exploits belonged to his earlier days. 
He now shows much greater craftiness, and 
is anxious to conceal rather than to display 
his spoils. When he steals money, which he 
does with ease, he hides it under a-rug, or 
whatever is most convenient. A brooch had 
been missing for days, and was vainly sought 
for, till one day ‘‘ Siam,”’ being unexpectedly 
disturbed, was found gleefully playing with 
it under a chest of drawers. . Where he had 
hidden it in thé meantime is only known to 
himself. 

He has shown decided success as a pick- 
pocket, and he has succeeded in relieving a 
visitor of a box of matches which was in his 
pocket. He has developed skill in many 
directions, most of which appear to have a 
sinister aim.

When he is 
told to go out of a room, an order which he 
obevs reluctantly, he at once begins to talk 
to himself. and a strange murmur of dis- 
content is heard as long as he is within ear- 
shot. If he wishes to make requests, he does 
so in accents iriesistibly persuasive and with 
beseeching glances from eyes—oh! so blue. 
His purring’ is soft and low, and he uses it 
with much subtlety and success when he is 
anxious to ingratiate |.imself with strangers. 
On the other head, when he is angry his pro- 
tests of indignation become truly alarming 
yells. 

Recently a friend, with the forgetfulness 
that these ornaments so often engender, left 
two rings on her washstand. As soon as she 
realised her loss she hastened to her room to 
retrieve it, where, to her dismay, she found 
not two rings, but one. She spied “ Siam ” 
in a corner, looking very angry and defiant, 
and, as his previous record had not rendered 
him altogether immune from suspicion, she 
decided to search in his direction, when, to 
her astonishment, she found the missing ring 
in his mouth, a discovery which, probably, 
saved '' Siam ” from an untimely end. 

An admiring friend presented ‘* Siam 
with two beautiful coats—one for motoring. 
the other for bridge—a gift which, alas! did 
not receive the appreciation which it de- 
served, As soon as a coat. was put on he 
flung himself down on his side, stretched cat 
his legs and remained quite immovable, as 
though he were dead. No power could induce 
him to stand up or to stir, and his face wore 
an expression of poignant despair, which 
seemed to say, as plainly as words could 
have done, "I can die, but live and wear 
these fetters I cannot.” The whole scene to 
onlookers was irresistibly comic. 

The many traiis in his character which are 
the reverse of estimable do not augur well 
for his future : hnt despite his mora! delin- 
quencies he has other characteristics which 
are likely to stand him in good stead. He 
Is affectionate and demonstrative—at times 
embarrassingly so, especially when he is out 
driving, or wants to be taken into bed in the 
morning. His manners are excellent. He 
always escorts visitors to the hall door, and 
with much civility speeds the parting guests. 
not, it must be confessed, without a certain 
degree of alacrity. He 18 handsome and 
attractive, two useful passports to general 
favour. Then, in addition, he has already, at 
all events, one good deed chalked up to his 
credit in the tavern of life; for, when he was 
only five months old, he collected, with great 
success, for the nurses’ pensions. when ais 
owners opened thei addon to benefit that 
fund. He will have a similar opportunity 
of as still further merit in June. when 
it is hoped that he will prove even a more 
successiul collector than on the first occasion 
when he played that role.

“MOTHER'S CRY.” AT THE

OT everyone will agree with Arthur 
Williams in ©‘ Mother's Cry —an 
especially attractive film at the Theatre 

Royal this week—when he says: ‘‘ People are 
never as great as the things they make.’’ He 
was attempting to justify | imself in the eyes 
of his mother, attempting in some manner to 
live down to what he conceived to be her 
level, but even in such circumstances the state- 
ment will never be accepted by the generality 
of mankind. te « who believe, and have 
been taught to ve, that the greatness of 
a man in the,ultimate consists in the greatness 
of the things he may do or make will not 


word of Arthur Williams. 

Arthur is an architect. designer of the most 
attractive and revolutionary buildings in 
America. but he had the fortune or misfortune 
to be a member of a family of four, two boys 
and two girls, where temperaments and 
characters were as varied as they are.in the 
world of which the Williams family made an 
insignificantly infinitesimal part. The wiie of 
a struggling clerk, Mrs, Williams lavished her 
affection on her four children, but that affec- 
tion did not change their natare. Her ‘‘ white- 
headed boy,”’ her first-born, Danny, was way- 
ward from the cradle, and ended his life in 
the electric chair for the murder of his sister. 
As a prospective son-in-law said, when he was 
informed of Danny's existence: ‘In every 
family there is a sheep black in the hair.” 
Artie and Beaty show artistic leanings from 
an early age, Artie as a draughtsman and 
Beaty as a romantic writer; but while Artie 
had the grit to keep plodding pntil he reached 
perfection, his younger sister desired the gains 
of artistic distinction without the labour. 

LOVE UNREQUITED. 

After friction in the home Beaty went to 
Palm Beach, and there made the acquaintance 
of a married man, whose amorous letters pre- 
cipitated the shooting that ended in the 
electric chair for Danny. | Fresh from im- 
prisonment for a bank hold-up, Danny came 
to the Williams home and found his sister 
weeping over a bundle of letters. Danny saw 
the possibility of blackmail, grasped the 
bundle and made a rush to escape with it, but 
his sister was too quick for him. She 
snatched the bundle from his grasp and made 
to run, but his revolver was quicker than she. 

The fourth member of the tronbled and 
gifted family, Jenny, was completely domesti- 
cated like her mother, married early, and so 
escaped the heights and the os pp Arthur 
won a prize in an architectural competition. 
and was on the verge of fame when his eldest 
brother murdered the sister that he almost 
worshipped. It was his mother who saved 
him from the catastrophe that threatened: 
“ You must go away, she said to him, “ they 
must never find you here. must never know 
that vou are his brother. You must be known 
as the great architect, not as the brother of a 
murderer.’ “ Give me something noble for 
all my suffering,’’ she implored, and Arthur 
went to his triumphant career. | 

There was still the last bitter drop to 
be drained from the cup of life when 
she had a final interview with her first-born 
and dearly-loved son on the day of his 
execution. These scenes are acted with a 
restraint that gives all the pathos without a 
tinge of sentimentality by Dorothy Peterson, 
Edward Woods, and David Manners. 

Towards the end of her life the devoted 
mother had gone the full gamut of human 
suffering; her husband had been -accidéntally 
killed, her gifted daughter murdered by her 
idolised son, that son himself executed in a 
prison, her gentle daughter happily married, 
and her architect son tamous as the greatest 
genius of the United States. Looking at her 
grandchildren gave her some little’ satisfac- 
tion. bit it was the triumph of Arthur that 
made her life worth while. So she could say, 
looking back on her troubled years, “ Life is 
great, life is good,” while actually conteni- 
plating her son’s buildings. 

‘* Mother's Cry’’ might well be termed a 
““PJain Tale from the Street,” so nearly 
does it touch the life of ordinary humanity. 
Treated with coniplete sincerity, its intense 
drama makes ‘‘ Mother's’ Cry” an unusually 
good and fine picture.

THE CRUAGH MOUNTAIN. 


ARCH/EOLOGICAL INVESTIGA- 
TION. 


Acting on a report supplied by Mr. James 
Keegan, of Cruagh, Rathfarnham, Mr, L. $S. 
Gogan, of the Nationat Museum, Dublin, 
accompanied by Dr. Thomas Costello, the 
well-known Galway archeologist, and Mr. 
Padhraic O’Domhnaill, of Mayo, carried out 
the investigation of a recently discovered 
interment situated on, one of the foothills 
of Cruagh (Craobhach) Mountain. These 
are mostly glacial formations of the esker 
tvpe, and, heing composed of sand and 
gravel, are, as a rule, immune from invasion 
by forest, and were consequently readily 
adaptable for habitation sites at all times. 
At the present time many of these sand- 
ridges are being exploited commercially. The 
present discovery was made by pit-men. Un- 
fortunately, the portion of the bank contain- 
ing the interment fell in before the leading 
characteristics of the burial could be noted. 
As far as could he determined, the skeleton 
lav with the head to the west, a character- 
istic of Christian burials, though not ex- 
clusively so. Part of what may have been 
an encircling curb of stones, évef which the 
filling had been laid on, remained embedded 
in the bank, Only the #kull and some minor 
bones were recovered, and these have: been 
placed at the disposal. of the Museum 
authorities. The special importance of the 
interment is its possible félevance fo the 


other interments now known in the same 
immediate neighbourhood. One of these 
was a cist burial containing an urn of ad- 
vanced bronze-age, or later type, the 
recovery of which is also due to Mr. Keegan; 
this was found in another sector of the same 
pit. The other was a megalithic chamber of 


(Teach Breatan) Mountain, the examina- 
tion of which was carried out .by Mr. Gogan 
and Colonel Guinness shortly previous to’ its 
destruction, A cairn, now dilapidated, on 
the summit of this mountain produced an 
interesting piece of sepulchral pottery, which 
was deposited by the excavator in the 
National Museum. In view of the continued 
onening of sand-pits in this and adjoining 
districts, and the extension of excavation in 
connection with housing and street improve- 
ment, it is to be hoped that those in charge 
of operations will report any incidental dis- 
coveries that may come to light. It. is 
worthy of note that. in spite of the opening 
up of new residential areas at Cabra, Glas- 
nevin and Drumcondra, little of archzo- 
logical importance has been discovered in 
these localities, or, if discovered, it has been 
left unrecorded. |

Ghe Brogue. 


I am like Mr. Bernard Shaw in this one 
respect, that I have never met an English- 
man who could tell a proper brogue from 
a Rathmines accent. In Ireland we con- 
fine the word “ brogue,’’ as it should be 
confined, to the particular form of English 
speech used in the country districts of the 
Sonth. 

Not everybody, I fancy, is aware that 
this dialect represents an older phase of 
English than that spoken across Channel 
to-day, and bears many traces of the 
English spoken in Elizabethan days. 

The term ‘‘ brogue ” has nothing to do 
with. Irish brig, a shoe. Curiously 
enough, though long applied to the 
English spoken by Irish speakers, it was 
first applied to English speakers using 
Irish. Many centuries ago, when English 
settlers spoke Irish to the Irish speakers, 
the latter thought the former tongue-tied, 
since they spoke with a kind of lisp. 
There was a barróg (bond), thev said, on 
the FEnglishmen’s tongues. This word 
(sounded like bróg) was so often applied 
to the English-speaking Irish that they 
turned it back on the Irish speakers who 
began to speak English, and so it has per- 
sisted—as ‘‘ brogue.’’ 


Bauonet versus Fish. 


A ‘correspondent, reading about the 
monster shark caught off County Water- 
ford, writes to tell me of another huge fish 
that entered those waters last weck, but 
managed to make its escape. Two men, 
he tells me, were fishing the weir at Bag- 
an-Bun, in County Wexford, when they 
saw a huge black fish coming in from the 
sea, directly for their nets. One of them 
rushed down to the shore, laurched a 
boat amidst rain and heavy sea, and tricd 
to secure the net before any harm could 
be done. The other ran up and down the 
cliff with a rifle, attempting vainly to 
pot the fish. Eventually the two joined 
forces with a third man, entered the boat, 
and tried to reach the invader with, of 
all things, a bavonet. They failed, but 
if must have been a gallant attempt. I 
wonder if this is the first time in history 
when men have attacked a sea-monster 
with a fixed bayonet. 


An .Amicable Settlement. 


Looking over a Museum copy of the 
old London Daily Post. 1 find that its

:. The “Coloured Supplement” : Bananas. 
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A fervent Gaelic revival is sche on in 
Scotland in the Highland districts,. and 
enthusiasm for the ancient language—I 
fancy, because there is nothing compul- 
sory about it—seems: to be running very 
high,- The revival is mainly taking th» 
form of Gaelic folk singing, and in every 


‘small village in the Highlands choirs have

The revival seems partly to be the out- 
come .of the Scottish Nationalist move- 
ment, waich demands Scotland for the 
Scots and Gaelic for the Highlands. It 
has a tendency to bar any type of song but 
the Gaelic, which accourits for a curious 
incident of which I heasd-lately.. The 
audience at a concert in Linloch Leven 
raised a claimour and refused to hear a 
well-known Gaelic singer who tried to 
sing a song iu English. The incident was 
the more regrettable, as the singer was 
Kenneth McCrea, who worked in that 
district years ago as a labourer. Someone 
heard him sing a song in Gaelic and 
offered to train his voice. Now he is one 
of Scotland’s outstanding singers. 


 MWurray’s Field.” 


I observe that another link with the 
past has disappeared at Carysfort, Black- 
rock, with the transformation of the 
famous ‘* Murray’s Field” into a colony 
of dwellings.

Until 
quite recently the travelling circuses 
pitched their tents within its confines, and 
proceeded to cast a glamour over the night 
with bright lights, clownish antics and 
jumping horses, dear to the heart of all 
hoys. To-day the Civil Service Building 
Society has obliterated all traces of the 
well-known tent-ring, which never quite 
disappeared from one visit to another of 
the travelling show. 


Work and Women. 


I wonder if the United States will ever 
tire of making surveys? The latest is 
rather more interesting than usual. it 
takes the form of a study of the “' occu- 
pational interests ’’ of women workers 
throughout the country. In the group of 
13,750 women in the higher levels of occu- 
pation the mean age was 37 vears. Half 
had been working for thirteen years, the 
remainder for less. The mean annual 
earnings were £300. In the questionnaire 
submitted 160 occupations were listed, to- 
wards which women were asked to indicate 
their attitude. It is surprising to learn 
that 45 per cent. of all answers given 
showed either lack of information about, 
or indifference to, the lot. Women of 
higher education were found to have more 
likings or dislikings than others, while, 
in all, a large proportion stated prefer- 
ence for domestic pursuits or marriage. 
Opinion on the desirability of certain 
traits was almost unanimous. “ Ability 
to handle and deal fairly with people ”’ 
was considered most important, ‘‘ to be 
responsible and courteous ” coming next. 
The three least important attainments 
appeared to be “ forcefulness,’’ ‘ artistic 
ability ” and ‘‘ manual dexterity.”’

The Secretary read a letter from Mr. T. E. 
Reid, Secretary to the Connty Council, enclos- 
ing a copy of a letter sent to the Northern 
Ministry of Home Affairs. Mr. Reid stated 
that the Ccunty Council was anxious to ascer- 
tain whether the Ministry had yet prepared a 
comprehensive scheme for the hospital service 
of the County of Armagh now that it had 
been decided to sanction the borrowing of a 
loan of £40,000 by Lurgan Board of Guar- 
dians for the improvement of hospital build- 
ings in Lurgan and the reconstruction of the 
workhcuse hospital. The Council and County 
Infirmary scme years ago decided to take no 
action until the policy of the Government 
was made known, and now that it had ap- 
peared that such a policy had been decided 
the Council wished to have particulars. 

The Ministry, in reply, stated that the 
Government had not come to any decision 
with regard to the general reorganisation of 
the Local Government services, but the 
Ministry was satisfied that the continued 
existence of the workhouse infirmary at Lur- 
gan was necessary, amd that the existing 
buildings required very considerable altera- 
tions to .make them suitable for their pur- 
peses. In the circumstances no other course 
appeared to be open to the Ministry but to 
authorise the Board of Guardians to proceed 
with the reconstruction of the premises. 

Dr. Rowlett said that he did not think they 
could make anything out of it. 

Mr. Todd—lIt is up to the Committee to 
appoint a deputation to wait on the Ministry.

Rising Generations. 


A study of the measurements of three 
generations of Harvard University men, 
including two thousand pairs of fathers 
and sons, has yielded interesting results. 
It discloses a marked tendency of univer- 
sity men to grow taller, more broadly 
shouldered, more narrow in the hips and 
heavier. The investigator, Mr. Gordon 
Bowles, reports that the present genera- 
tion of Harvard students, whose fathers 
and erandfathers also were Harvard men, 
is one of the tallest groups in the world. 
In height it averages five feet, ten inches ;

rate of about one inch for every thirty-two 
years over a period of eighty years. The 
sons are heavier by more than eight 
pounds than their fathers were at approxi- 
mately the same age.

Marine Salvage. 


*. According to the Speeial Correspondent 
of The Times, Whit Sunday was destined, 
if the weather was favourable, to see the 
new Artiglio take up the work of her ill- 
fated predecessor which was lost off Belle 
Ile last December. The old Artiglio’s 
findiny of the Egypt at a depth of ahout | 
| soventy fathoms’ last year was, ‘porliaps, | ' 
the greatest feat yet accomplished in the 
history of marine salvage. Alberto Gianni, 
the diver who was killed ‘later when the 
ship foundered, held that the strong room 
sof the Egypt could be lifted bodily from 
‘the sunken vessel, and it is possible that 
this project will ‘be essayed. Almost. the 
last accomplishment of the.old Artiglio, 
before winter gales forced her to seek 
refuge, was the lifting of the captain's 
‘sea-chest. which was found to contain 
Foreign Office documents bearing the 
signature of the late Marquess Curzon of 
Kedleston. Unless she is dogged by the 
cruellest misfortune the new Artiglio 
appears to be assured of success, although 
she may find herself compelled to raise the 
bullion piecemeal. In any case, thirty 
working days are expected to be enough. 
The new Artiglio’s displacement is half as 
great again as that of the old boat, and 
she will carry enough coal to enable her 


to remain at sea continuously for fourteen | 
i yard 


days. Already, on her way from St. Nazaire, 
she has passed over the spot where the 
Egypt lies, and three of the four marking 
buoys were seen to be in position. Three 
survivors from the calamity of December 
will be in the crew of the new vessel, and 
Captain Carli, who on the Rostro brought 
aid to his stricken comrades, will be in 
command.

NEW YORA, Monday. 
Good Americans pricked up their ears 
in reading a story in the Herald-Tribune 
to the effect that the Government of New- 
foundiand was facing bankruptcy, and 
was likely to sell Labrador to Europe, 
where unnamed interests were ready to 

buy it for one hundred million dollars. 
Inquiry was at once made to ascertain 
the truth of this sensational report, with 
the result that a thorough-going contra- 
diction was elicited from the Newfound- 
land Minister of Finance, who declared, 
“There is no truth in it.” It is the work 
of scaremongers. Newfoundland’s credit 
is strong. Newfoundland is in the market 
with an eight million dollar bond: issue 
for which no bids have been received yet. 
I believe this has given rise to the report.” 
The report, too, is discounted by official 
circles in Washington, who refuse to 
comment on it though they intimate that 
they do not believe Labrador would be 
sold to any other Government than 
Canada. ‘They point that there is a 
difference between the sale of territory to 
“ Europe ” and a sale to private interests 
without sovereignty being affected. The 
upshot would appear to be that any 
attempt by Newfoundland to sell to 
Europe would be the signal for great 

pressure to. be brought against the sale.

THE CANNING 
INDUSTRY. 


- 


The Times to-day in a leading article 
on. “ Canning and: Agriculture — sayvs:— 
in face of active competition on the Con- 
tinent and elsewhere the British pioneers 
in this new enterprise are well aware that 
they cannot afford to be complacent about 
the rapid advice of the industry, and 
they have no intention of marking time. 
Last year they could have made use of a 
further three to four thousand tons of raw 
material if the growers had been able to 
supply them with all that they wanted. 

Next month they will start the new 
season with a capacity for output twice as 
great as it was a year ago, and farmers 
and .market-gardeners will be strangely 
blind to their own interests if they fail to 
take full advantage of the opportunities 
thus afforded them. The more they 
support the canning industry by furnish- 
ing it with regular supplies, the greater are 
the chances of an increase in the number 
of factories, and, therefore, of an extended 
market for the disposal of their home- 
grown produce. 

APABLE OF EXTENSION. 

The existing canneries have shown, on 
the whole, that they are able to stand on 
their own feet without the aid of subsidy 
or quota. Their American competitors 
have proved that for the class of goods 
they turn out there is a constant and 
growing demand. There is no reason why 
their activities should be restricted to 
fruit and vegetables. Dairies, piggeries, 
poultry yards and fisheries can all bring 
grist to their mills. If there were enougn 
of them; and if the flow of supplies were 
properly organised, the time might come 
when there would be no such things as 
‘gluts of superfluous fruits of the earth, 
amd good food would no longer be wasted 
and left to rot because of the unprofitable 
cost of its collection. 

Working hand in hand with the 
farmers,- the canning manufacturers of 
England, while supplying all the needs of 
the home market, might even become 
large-scale exporters. It is possible, 
. indeed, that under modern conditions the 
most hopeful policy for British farmers 
would be to _— all the support in their 
power to the firm estabiishment on British 
soil ofthe great food-preserving industry

sentative yesterday, Mr. R. Mongan, the 
managing director, announced some interest- 
ing developments which he intends to carry 
out in connection with the service. —. 

' Mr. Mongan pointed out that visitors to 
Dublin, while gnxious to see the principal 
sights, sometimes found it rather difficult to 
do so. Touring the city with the aid of a 
guide book does not appeal to most, and the 
hiring of a guide is an expensive matter, 
‘Messenger Services, ” Mr. Mongan said, were 
going to take this matter up during the pre- 
sent season, and for a small fee (about 5s. 
per head), would conduct parties of tourists 
through the city. Arrangements for this ser- 
vice can be made from any of the principal 
hotels, or at a special kiosk, which is shortly 
to be erected, at Nelson s Pillar. 


A TYPICAL TOUR. 

A typical tour would be somewhat as 
follows :—The party of visitors, starting from 
the Pillar, would first be shown over Tara 
street Fire Station, and from there would pro- 
seed to Trinity College, where they would see 
the Book of Kells and other, objects of interest 
After that they would be taken to such places 
as the National Library, the Museum, the 
Government Buildings, Dublin Castle (includ- 
ing the Heraldic Museum), the Cathedrals, 
Guinness’s Brewery, and St. Michan’s Church, 
They would be shown over each of these 
places by the various authorities in charge, 
and the total cost, as stated, would be only 
about five shillings for each member of the 
party. Other places, of course, will be 
covered hy different tours, such as Glasnevin 
Cemetery, the Botanic Gardens and the 


A variation from this will be the “ Indus- 
trial Tour.” In this a selected number o* 
Dublin factories will be visited, in order to 
give the visitors some idea of the principal 
industries. This, Mr. Mongan hopes, is a fea- 
ture that should prove very popular. 

This *‘ City Guide Service ' has just heer 
organised, and is expected to be in operation 
in the conrse of about three weeks. It wili 
function througuout the tourist season, and 
should certainly prove a very great adviniaze 
to visitors from England and elsewhere.

“WINDJAMMER.” 


VESSEL’S ARRIVAL IN - 
CORK HARBOUR.

QUEENSTOWN, Monday. 
T° HE Finnish four-masted barque, 

I Ponape (2,342 tons gross), with a cargo 

of 3,449 tons of Australian wheat, arrived 
at Queenstown to-night, following a voyage 
Jasting ninety-nine days. She sailed trom 
Adelaide on February 15, carrying, besides 
her crew, two passengers, Mr. Bruce Thorn- 
ton, who joined the vessel at Antwerp on 
the outward vovage, and Miss Myrl Ridg. 
way, an Australian, who is making a visit 
to a married sister in Scotland. 

The Ponape is the fifth of the twelve 
windjammers racing from Australian ports to 
make harbour, the barques, Herzoquin Cecil 
(winner of the race), Archibald Russell, 
Viking, and Olivebank having completed the 
trip in ninety-two, ninety-five, one hundred 
and twenty, and one hundred and twenty- 
two days, respectively. 

Miss Ridgway had become known to the 
crew as the “ Lady of the Windjammer,” 
and everybody was filled with admiration at 
the cool way in which she took life aboard 
during the long voyage. 

Interviewed on the deck of the Ponape, 
Miss Myr] Ridgway informed me that she 
was born twenty-two years ago in Adelaide, 
her parents having come out to Australia 
several years previously. She had pever 
previously been further from home than Tas- 
mania, and her previous sea experience was 
confined to short trips. on vessels trading 
round the Australian coast. 

She decided to make the trip on the 
Ponape, first, because she desired to see her 
sister, who had married and gone to live in 
Scotland gbout twelve months previously. 
and, secondly, because she wanted to feel the 
thrill of sea life as experienced in a real 
windjammer. 

“I seized the opportunity presented by 
the Ponape's departure, because I felt that 
such an opportunity might never present 
itself again to me,” she said, with a smile. 
“I enjoyed every moment of my trip, and 
am truly sorry that it has ended. My 
greatest thrill throughout the voyage’? Well, 
there were two: the first when our forward 
bridge was smashed by heavy seas and. a 
south-westerly gale early in the voyage, and. 
next, when our crew caught two sharks. I 
shall never forget those moments.”

FAINTING WOMEN. 


A number of women fainted, and others 
burst into tears, owing to the strain of wait- 
ing in queues under the hot sun, when the 
crowds were coming home from Whipsnade 
“Zoo’ last night. Enormous crowds, far 
exceeding the expected 25,000, had poured 
through the turnstiles all day, and the trouble 
arose when long waiting rows were lined up 
in the road to -wait—sometimes for more than 
an hour—for ‘buses that would take them to 
Luton, Dunstable of other towns, 

There were hostile demonstrations against 
a number of people who jumped into the 
‘buses as they approached and were already 
seated when the vehicles arrived at the head 
of the twelve-deep queue. Cries of “ Get out 
and take your place behind’’ were raised, and 
several times the police ordered out those 
who had entered the ‘buses at the wrong 
lace, and made them line up in the queue. 
n the morning queues half a mile rong bad 
lined up at the eight turnstiles to the ** Zoo, 
and so gréat was the pressure on the staff 
that, to relieve it, one of the ordinary gates 
was opened and money collected, while Dr. 
G. M. Vevers, Superintendent of the J.ondon 
‘‘Zoo,’’ stepped into the breach and him- 
self took charge of one of the turnstiles, 


MORE CAR PARKS. 

Car parks, stretches of downland, and 
country roads were thronged with thousands 
of motor cycles, cars, charabancs, and 
coaches. “ Big accommodation improvements 
are coming before the end of this week,” an 
official told a reporter. ‘‘ Seeing the enormous 
numbers of cars crowded into the parks on 
a te he said, ‘‘ we decided to increase 
our car parking accommodation immediately, 
and arranged by telephone for another 
spacious car park to be in use to-day. By 
next Saturday there will be yet another huge 
car park inside thé ''2oo, “which will 
accommodate thousands of vehicles, It will 
be about eighteen acres “in extent. N 

“In spite of the vast crowds to-day, he 
said, “' oe has been, of course, ample room 
in the ‘Zoo,’ and we could receive 250, 
visitors without the slightest congestion. 
l'eeding for such a crowd is a huge problem. 
and it is hardly to be wondered at that 
occasionally the catering broke down to-day 
for a short time, and lorry-loads of further 
food had to be sent for.” 


THE ANIMAL SICK LIST. 

More queues were waiting outside the re- 
freshmeént sections inside the grounds, and 
kiosks where cooling drinks could be had 
were besieged. Thousands of visitors brought 
their own a and tea and pic-nicked among 
the trees and bluebells, with the wolves, bears 
and kangaroos near by. No animals esca 
yesterday, and there were no weigh. Only 
two children were reported lost, and, im spite 
of pots of treacle and scores of buns eagerly 
consumed, the bears were none the worse. 

“It takes incredible quantities of anything 
t> give a bear or an elephant indigestion,’ 
oy a keeper, “but there are two patients 
to-night on the ‘Zoo’ sick ‘ist. A wallaby 
is suffering from catarrh, and a wallaroo (a 
small kangaroo) has a swollen jaw. Both are 
receiving expert attention.” 

Many of the women yesterday were 
stockingless, with sleeveless summer dréssés. 
while the men wore .flapnels. 

Rather than wait in the queues for the 
"buses from Whipsnade, many people set out 
to walk to Dunstable, or even the eight miles 
to Tuton. Others succeeded in obtaining 
‘lifts’ in private cars. Some exhausted men 
and girls sat by the roadside, hoping to picx 
up a "bus after they had walked several 
miles. A policeman regulating the traffic 
advised some of the people to walk to Dun- 
stable, which was ‘‘only three and a half 
miles,” but, after a wearying day, this 
suggestion was not popular. 

ne explanation of the congestion was that, 
though thoesanie of people had arrived at 
the “ Zoo”’ in a fairly even flow from early 
vesterday morning, the homeward rush was 
concentrated into a much shorter period, and 
thousands wanted to pack + adel sere into a 
comparatively few ‘bus journeys. Traffic 
moved at a snail’s pace, because both the up 
and down lines of cars and ‘buses were on 
the same road. which was narrowed near the 
‘‘Zoo"’ entrance by the ever growing crowd 
of people marshalled by the police and ‘bus 


cfficials. 
LOST TEMPERS. 


There were protests from the crowd 
against being ‘‘ herded like cattle,’’ and 
many tempers were badly frayed, as their 
owners did not relish a long wait in a choc- 
a-bloc line after possibly an extremely tirin 
time walking round the rolling acres o 
Whipsnade. Many angered visitors declared 
that there should be a railway station built 
near the ‘‘zoo”’ entrance to cope with the 
crowds. Every available motor "bus was 
requisitioned to get the people away, but the 
‘buses were hampered by the miles of cars of 
every description on the road. At Luton, 
London passengers were packed into a 
frequent service of fast trains. 

A number of girls and men had come from 
the Midlands on bieycles, and their home- 
ward journey took them far into the night. 
An official at the Whipsnade Superinten- 
dent’s office told a reporter that the attend- 
ance had exceeded all expectations, as had 
the takings, both at the turnstiles and in the 
catering department, 

‘We have only just started,” he said, 
“and we shal! very soon learn to deal even 
more adequately with the huge crowds.”’

There. seems to be widespread 
ignorance of the authority, and even of the 
existence, of the “‘Preamble gnd Declaration”’ 
to which I called attention. Permit me to 
state the facts, Knowledes of which should be 
before the minds not only of our people, but 
also of our Presbyterian, Methodist and 
Congregational friends. ~. This Declaration, 
printed in our Prayer-Book before the 
Canons, was drawn up in 1870 by the Con- 
vention of bishops, chaite. end laymen who 
came together to deal**with the situation 
created by the fact that on the first of 
January, 1871, the Church would be. dis- 
established and disendowed. , i 

They first affirm that disestablishment ‘will 
not alter their spiritual or ecclesiastical 
status. The Church is, and will remain, 
‘the ancient Catholic and Apostolic Church 
of Ireland.”’ 7 

They proceed to express’ the faith and 
order of this historic Church :— 

(1) Holy Scripture contains all things wees: 
oe to salvation. 

(2) No change is suggested in doctrine or 
discipline, and the Church “will maintain in- 
violate the three orders of bishops, priests 
or presbyters and deacons, in the sacred 
ministry.”’ 

. (3) As a reformed and Protestant Church, 
it does not accept the innovations which it 
rejected at the Reformation. 

(4) The Prayer-Look and Articles are 
accepted, subject only to such changes as may 
be made by careful authority. ' 

(5) The Church ‘‘ will maintain communion 
with the sister Church of England and with | 
all other Churches agreeing in the principles; 
of this Declaration.’’ 

(6) A General Synod of the Ghurch shall 
have ‘“‘ chief legislative power therein, and 
such administrative power as may be neces- 
sary for the Church, and consistent with 
its episcopal constitution.”’ : 

This Declaration was, I believe, adopted 
unanimously—certainly by an ‘overwhelming 
majority—and it remains not only authorita- 
tive, but a document to be aceepted by every 
clergyman at his ordination, and again when- 
ever he is given a licence for a curacy or 
institution as an incumbent. Before a bishop 
can ordain, or license, or institute any man 
that man must sign his acceptance of- that 
Preamble and Declaration, 

I cordially welcome discussions. about 
Faith and Order with any Christian Church, 
and I should .wéleome wide liberty in»tne 
form of public worship in our own Church; 
but I submit that we owe it to those who 
handed on to us our spiritual and ecclesias- | 
tical ‘position as “' the ancient Catholic and 
Apostolic Church of Ireland ” that we do 
nothing to destroy or weaken that position. of 
which we are temporary trustees. . By all 
means tet us confer with our honoured friends 
of other Churches, but let us make it clear 
that, while we are willing to Jearn from. them 
and to pray with them, we must not take 
such action as would enable the Church of 
Rome to boast that she alone could claim 
historic connection with our. national Saint. 
Patrick claimed to be ‘‘a bishop, appointed 
by God, in Ireland,” and he rejoiced that 
‘“many peoples through me should be re- 
generated to God, and afterwards confirmed, 
and that clergy should everywhere be 
ordained for them, for a people newly come 
to God,”’ 

We gladly recognise that the grace of God 
is riot a monopoly of any Church; but the 
Church of Ireland is a trustee of order as 
well as of doctrine, and in conference with 
our fellow-Christians we owe it to them to 
make it clear that we can only repudiate our 
trusteeship by running the risk of causing 
grave disunion in our own body.—Yours, etc.,

DUBLIN’S SHAME. 


TO THE EDITO!. OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The large number of letters which 
you have published on the question of the 
slums shows how deeply the public conscience 
has been stirred by the moving addresses 
delivered last week at the meeting of the 
Civics Institute. Perhaps, you will kind'y 
allow me to present a case for additional 
children’s playgrounds, a subject that forn's 
ws of the programme of that body, We 
uve already in the midst of the city, at the 
Central Model Schools, magnificent play- 
grounds, laid out and equipped at the public 
expense, with  ball-alleys, playing-sheds, 
lavatories, etc., all of which are used for just 
half-an-hour a day, some time between noon 
and one o’clock, and for, perhaps, a quarter 
of an hour or a little more before school 
by the early-comers. Why should not these 
rounds be made available in the evening 
or the chjldren of the densely populated 
district surrounding them? What is there 
sacrosanct about Government—.e., national 
—property..that it: should be locked*up to 
the exclusion of the public that provided it, 
and whose children are being slaughtered by 
eres in the streets where they are com: 
pelled to play for want of the. very recrea-, 
tion grounds that lie at their doors? If 
it is a question of supervision, surely a 
sympathetic. Governmént would not shrink 
from, the small expense of paying for the 
services of one or two supervisors during the 
evening, when I propose that the grounds 
should be thrown open. é 

What I say of the grounds of the Central 
Model Schools. is true, though in a. less 
degree,’ of the other. school playgrounds in 
the city. If the school authorities in Eng- 
land and on the Continent. find it possi 
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more of those ‘‘dark Satanic mills,” as 
Blake calls them, are built here, could not 
the Government, or the Corporation, or some 
hig-hearted philanthropist come along and 
secúre some of the space for the children? 
There are also many derelict buildings, 
tumbled down ruins lying like cancers in the 
heart of the city, dumping-grounds for every 
kind of filth, breeding-grounds of cisease and 
immorality. Why should not the Govern- 
ment or the Corporation insist on those being 
cleared and levelled till built on, and thus 
afford - temporary . playgrounds,” so ~ badly 
needed by the children . How shall we face 
the half a million visitors to our city next 
vear with those hideous gangrencs within a 
few yards of our main streets? Above ell, 
how..can anyone—Christian or otherwise— 
look at the horrible slums in our city, those 
fertile schools of Bolshevism, and not feel 
conscience-sniitten ? Are we going to 
Peondemn the very poor<to live for ever in 
warrens and oublieites’? Yours, etc,

THE HARRIED SCHOOLBOY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—As you have published the opinions 
of a few headmasters on the question of the 
time required for home work, perhaps you 
will spare me space to state my experience 
as a schoolboy attending one of the leading 
secondary schools in Dublin and preparing for 
the Leaving Certificate examination. I have 
consistently taken one of the three first places 
in my examinations out of a class of twenty, 
and from talks with other boys my case 
seems to be typical. 

My school nours are from 9.30 sharp till 
ó o clock, with an interval of half an hour. I 
begin my home work at about 7 o'clock p.m., 
and it requires at least three hours every 
night te do it reasonably well. My brother, 
aged fifteen and a half, und a slow worker, 
preparing ior the Intermediate Certificate 
examination, takes half an hour longer. If 
one were scrupulous and subject to interrup- 
tion, much longer time would be required. 
Exercises occupy at least sixty per cent. of 
this time, em it would appear that every 
master sets his lessons and exercises without 
any regard whatever to the requirements of 
his colleagues. Masters do not. seem to 
realise that a boy should require much time 
for such” exercises, especially mathematics, 
which are the bugbear of the average boy. 
They embrace arithmetic, algebra, geometry 
and trigonometry, and the standard is high. 
As the programme is so very wide, enough 
time cannot be given in class to explaining 
these subjects properly. and very citen the 
teacher is impatient.. Our spare time in the 
afternoon is often shadowed by the grind te 
come, and extra tasks spoil our week-ends. 

We are driven at high pressure for eight 
months and then alluwed to stagnate for a 
sclid eleven weeks in summer. Why should 
not holidays be arranged thus—six weeks in 
summer, ten days at Christmas, a week at 
Easter, and three or four odd days at intervals 
to relieve the monotony? Boys would work 
much more cheerfully through ten months 
of the year if home work were reduced to 
two hours daily. We are told that school 
days are the happiest of life. If they are, 
what a pity it is that they should be dimmed 
by the strain imposed by a system lacking 
in understanding !—Yours, etc.,

Sir,—During the past few weeks I have 
frequently seen motor ‘buses in the city 
running with their tyres so worn that the 
inner fabric was exposed owing to the rubber 
having been completely worn through. On 
inquiring from a motor engineer as to 
whether this was a matter of any conse- 
quence, he replied without hesitation that-it 
‘was very risky indeed, particularly so in the 
case of steering wheels, and added that wet 
weather increases the danger considerably, as 
water softens the fabric. All the defective 
tyres that. I saw were on steering wheels. 

Perhaps, you would kindly draw attention 
to the matter, as accidents from unforeseen 
causes are frequent enough without the addi- 
tional risk of those due to obvious defects. 
I might add that my remarks apply only to 
those *buses which belong to the smaller 
companies. The big companies appear to 
make it a practice to change the tvres before 
the pattern has been completely. worn off the

ENGLISH HERÓ TO BE 
HONOURED.

spare parts in search of the abandoned 
vehicle.

From them he learned that other 
similarly distressed bands were wandering 
about m this inhospitable and waterless 
region of the Lybian= Desert, and at once 
set off with three cars-in a search for them, 
motoring hundreds of miles in spite "of the 
gs risk of a breakdown in the desert.
